increase it had demanded, including 
the six new cavalry regiments. 

Imperial Chancellor Von Bethmann- 
Hollweg procured this consent from 
the House by his acceptance of a pro- 
posal to reform the military code of 
justice introduced by the Socialists on 
Saturday in consequence of the severe 
sentences pronounced by a court- 
martial at Erfurt on Friday. The bill 
increases the peace strength of the 
German army by approximately 4000 
officers, 15,000 non-commissioned of- 
ficers and 117,000 privates, bringing 
the total of the permanent force up 
to nearly 870,000 men. 

The third feature of the exciting 
closing sitting ef the Imperial Par- 
liament before its adjournment for 
the summer vacation was the vote 
on a clause in one of the bills for 
raising the necessary money to cover 
the new military expenditure. This

Wickersham in the case. 

On April 21, 1913, representatives 
of the Union Pacific made application 
to Judges Sanborn, Hook and Smith 
at St. Faul for an extension of time 
within which to present a plan of dis- 
solution. The judges recommended to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States that such an extension be 
granted, and shortly after the Su- 
preme Court placed as a time limit, 
duly 1, 1913. 

On June 12, 1913, two plans for 
the dissolution of the roads were 
presented before Judges Sanborn, 
Hook and Smith at a hearing in St. 
Paul, at which Atty.-Gen. McHey- 
nolds appeared in person for the gov- 
ernment. 

Objections were made to the plans

Asks It of Mot 


— She Ekes Out 
Living by Sewing. 


Buy Her Trousseau. 


The daughter of the woman who 
owns most of Chinatown was busy 
working the pedals of a sewing ma- 
chine yesterday afternoon when her 
suit for a share of the $500,000 estate 
was called in the Superior Court. The 
woman who knows well the “Song 
of the Shirt” is Mrs. Marie Apablasa 
Conley of No. 2616 Paloma avenue. 
Her wealthy Mother is Mrs. Concep- 
cion Sepulveda. 

The prospect of obtaining a share 
of a wealthy estate has no purchasing 
power with the “butcher, the baker 
and the candilestick-maker.” While 
the Htigation pends Mrs. Conley must 
eater to her sewing customers. The 
husband of the Spanish ploneer’s 
daughter is Peter J. Conley, an Amer- 
ican. He lost all of his property in 
the San Francisco earthquake and has 
not been able to regain a seat on for- 
tune’s band wagon. 

NO DOWRY. 

One of the issues in the suit 
brought by Mra. Conley against her 
mother is closely related to the wed- 
ding of the former. The daughter 
charges in her petition that, when 
she married Conley fourteen years 
ago, the wealthy parent refused to 
give her a dowry. Mrs. Conley says 
that she mortgaged her property to 
her mother to raise money to buy, a 
trousseau and to pay for the wed- 
ding festivities so dear to the Span- 
ish bride. In the suit now pending 
Mrs. Conley seeks to have the mort- 
gage held by her mother cancelled. 

When Cayetano Apablasa died in 
1889 he willed all of his property te 
his wife, who, five years after 
death, married I. A. Sepulveda. There 
were seven minor children. Mrs. Con- 
ley and her brother, John Apablasa, 
of San Diego, are the only two of the 
children who have expressed dissatis- 
faction at their mother’s action 
through the medium of the courts. 
Mrs. Sepulveda’s income from her 
property has been about $4000 a 
month for twenty years. 
| “It seems that when there fs so 
much wealth in a family some of it 
should be distributed to the different 
members,” Mrs. Conley said above the 
hum of the sewing machine. At 
seems dreadful to have to be at outs 
with your mother, but I believe that 
Justice is on my side. Anyhow, neces- 
sity. sometimes drives to do things 
that one would avoid under other cir- 
cumstances. 

“If I had worked hard all of my 
life it might not seem so difficult now. 
The trouble with me is that I keep 
thinking of other days. I have been 
having a hard time of it for about 
fourteen years. I thought I would 
Just try to find out why I can’t have 
some of the wealth that my father 
left.

IT’S ONLY TAN. 


HINDUS SEEK TO BE DECLARED 
OF WHITE RACE. 


The question whether a high-caste 
Hindu ts a white man within the 
meaning of the naturalization laws 
of the United States is to be submitted 
to Judge Wellborn in the fling by 
Sakharan Ganesh Pandit, who claims 
ta be a lecturer and teacher, of in- 
tention to become 2 naturalized 
American citizen. — 

The Hindu bus been a resident of 
Los Angeles for several years and has 
no doubt been encouraged to apply 
for citizenship by a recent ruling made 
by United States District Judge Rud- 
kin at Seattle. 

That ruling was made in the appli- 
cation of a Hindu who claimed to be 


ia u Yogi philosopher and a native of 


Calcutta, a high-caste man of pure 
blood belonging to what is known 
as the warrior caste or the rulers 
in India, a member of the Aryan race 
and a white man within the meaning 
of the naturalization laws. 

Judge Rudkin admitted the man to 
citizenship, holding that tt was the 
intent of Congress to confer citizen- 
ship only upon members of the Cau- 
ecasian rece and that certain of the 
natives of India belong to that race. 

About three years age, Judge Hut- 
ton, of the local Superior Court, ad- 
mitted a Syrian to citizenship, a- 
though the contention was made by 
Chief Campbell of the Bureau of 
Naturalization, that Syrians, Arme- 
nians and Palestine Jews should be 
barred, denying that they belong to 
the Semitic branch of the Caucasian 
race. The objections were over- 
ruled and the ruling has been gen- 
erally followed in like cases through- 
out the country on the broad ground 
that since 1802 the courts had ruled 
that Syrians are white persons. 

The attitude of the Naturalization 
Bureau in Washington toward Hindus 
is unknown. Naturalization Examiner 
Jones will communicate with the au- 
thorities before either favoring or 
opposing the admission of Pandit. 

There are many Hindus and other 
supposed prescribed races tn Los An- 
geles who hailed with delight the 
opinion of Judge Rudkin and are 
anxiously awaiting that of another 
court, which, along the lines of the 
views of the Washington jurist, will 
go far toward making a precedent.

Supervisors Take Firm Grip 
on Salary Fight. 


Public Hearings, Not Costly 
Referendum, to Decide. 


Showing Up False Economy 
of the N ear-Reformers. 


Board of Supervisors will begin to- 
morrow taking up the various county 
offices one by one, and grant hear- 
rigs to the heads of departments m 
turn on the subject. 

The motion was made — — 
Supervisor Manning and secon 
— Hinshaw. It was also voted 
that the County 2 Service Com- 
mission be presen 

This move will probably put & 
quietus on the threatened referendum 
which originated with Dr. John R. 
Haynes and Supervisor Norton, ac- 
cording to those who favored the 
emergency ordinance passed several 
weeks ago. 

The county charter provides that 
where an official now draws fees in 
addition to salary his emoluments 
shall not be disturbed until the end of 
his term. But the would-be reform- 
ers are trying to have the Supervisors 
pass an ordinance which will deprive 
the county officers of their fees. 

If such an ordinance is passed it 
is certain that the officials so affected 
will bring sult against the county to 
recover the amount claimed to de 
due. 

The District Attorney has taken the 
ground that his deputies were entitled 
to Increases in salary to compensate 
them for that provision of the char- 
ter which prevents their accepting 
private business. Several deputies re- 
signed because of the effect of that 
provision. However, the raises which 
Capt. Fredericks believes were amply 
justified, gave the enemies of the Dis- 
trict Attorney a slender opening for 
an attack upon the salary ordinance. 

The plan to hold public hearings 
beginning tomorrow will enable the 
Supervisors to hear from the officials 
affected and from the Haynes coterie, 
which is urging super-cconomy and 
threatening a tremendousi, costly ref- 
erendum election. 

The resolution providing for the 
public hearings reads as follows: 

Pursuant to our understanding st 
the time of passing the general coun- 
ty salary ordinance, I move that next 
Wednesday, July 2, be set as the day 
for taking up the needs of the vari- 
ous county offices, and continuing the 
investigation thereof, and that the 
offices be taken up one at a time in 
the order in which they are men- 
tioned in sections 12, 18 and 14 of 
the county charter, for the purpose 
of amending the general county salary 
ordinance; and that the hearings and 
investigations of the requirements of 
each office be public and con- 
tinued from time to time until each 
office is covered, in order that a com- 
prehdnsive and complete salary ordi- 
nance be formed and adopted for the 
county government to take the place 
of the present ordinance, which was 
intended, in its passage, only to make 
provisions for the necessary workings 
of the county until such permanent 
and comprehensive ordinance could be 
considered and adopted; and that said 
permanent ordinance be considered, 
prepared and adopted as speedily as 
possible; and further, that the Civil 
Service Commission and efficiency 
board be requested to sit with the 
Board of Supervisors at the various 


hearings of this matter.

Hook- 
er, after a dispute with Halleck, re- 
signed his leadership, and Meade, the 
strongest of the corps commanders, 
was appointed in his place, succeeding 
him on June 28. The two great 
armies—U nion and Confederate—were 
scattered over portions of Maryland 
and southern Pennsylvania., Both 
were marching northward, along al- 
most parallel lines. The Confederates 
were gradually pressing towards the 
east, while the Federals were march- 
ing along a line eastward of that fol- 
lowed by the Confederates. The new 
commander of the Army of the Po- 
tomac was keeping his forces inter- 
posed between the legions of Lee and 
the Federal capital, and watching for 
an opportunity to force the Confed- 
erates to battle where the Federals 
would have the advantage of position. 
It was plain that they must soon come 
together in a gigantic contest; but just 
where the shock of battle would take 
place was yet unknown. Meade had 
ordered a general movement towards 
Harrisburg, and Gen. Buford was sent 
with 4000 cavalry to intercept the Con- 
federate advance guard.

The cost in men wae frightful. The 
losses of the two armies reached fifty 
thousand, about half on either side. 
More than seven thousand men had 
fallen dead on the feld of battle. 

The tide could rise no higher: 
from this point the ebb must begin. 
Not only here, but in the West the 
Southern cause teok a downward 
turn; for at that very hour of Pick- 
ett'’s charge, Grant and Pemberton, a 
thousand miles away, stood under an 
Oak tree on the heights above the 
Mississippi and arranged for the sur- 
render of Vicksburg. 

Lee could do nothing but lead his 
army back to Virginia. The Federals 
pursued but feebly. The Union we- 
tory was not a very decisive one, but, 
supported as it was by the fall of 
Vicksburg, the mora) effect on the na- 
tion and on the world was creat.

It 
required but little prophetic vision to 
foresee that the Republic would sur- 
vive the dreadful shock of arms.
